Doctors of economics, lawy ers, 
m erchant chiefs and statesmen,

economic theory , considered the 
Dawes v iews and gav e their 
op inions. 
Jesse H. Jones, chairm an of 
the Reconstru ction Finance Cor­ 
p oration, disagreed entirely with 
General Dawes, who made his 
p rediction in a book , p u blication 
of which was annou nced at Chi­ 
cago.

SOME WORDS OF WISDOM 
In th e clo se o f h is address recently befo re th e 
American Law Institu te, Ch arles Ev ans Hu gh es 
tersely su mmed u p th e th eo ry o f th e representa­ 
tiv e demo cratic go v ernment wh ich th e United 
States h as enjo y ed since Geo rge Wash ingto n be­ 
came its first President. Ch ief Ju stice Hu gh es 
said: 
“Th e su ccess o f demo cratic institu tio ns lies in 
th e su ccess o f th e pro cesses o f reaso n as o ppo sed 
to th e ty ranny o f fo rce. Between th ese so ciety 
mu st ch o o se. If so ciety ch o o ses th e pro cesses o f 
reaso n, it mu st maintain th e institu tio ns wh ich 
embo dy th o se pro cesses. 
“Institu tio ns fo r th e ex ercise o f th e law-mak­ 
ing po wer and fo r th e ex ecu tio n o f laws mu st 
h av e th eir fitting co mplement in institu tio ns fo r 
th e interpretatio n and applicatio n o f laws, fo r 
th e safegu arding o f indiv idu al righ ts, th ro u gh 
a co mpetent and independent ju diciary . Th e 
firm and tru e administratio n o f ju stice is th u s 
th e primary co ncern o f civ ilized so ciety . Th at 
administratio n mu st find its u ltimate assu rance, 
no t in statu tes o r fo rms, bu t in th e sentiment o f 
a free peo ple — th emselv es to lerant and reas­ 
o nable and keenly aliv e to th e necessity o f main­ 
taining th e instru mentalities fo r th e impartial 
determinatio n o f co ntro v ersies.” 
Here is th e American idea su mmed u p in a few 
sentences. It pro v ides fo r o rderly liberty , fo r 
sane and co nstru ctiv e pro gress. It is directly 
o ppo sed to th e Fascist, Co mmu nist, and semi- 
au to cratic sy stems o f Eu ro pe wh ich seem to be 
in v o gu e in so many places. 
Mr. Hu gh es made no reference to th e Presi­ 
dent's pro po sal to “pack” th e Su preme Co u rt. 
Bu t it h as beco me generally kno wn to all wh o 
take th e time to stu dy th e qu estio n with o u t bias, 
th at th e pro po sal wo u ld in effect u pset th e finely 
balanced sy stem o f o u r go v ernment, with its 
co -o rdinate ex ecu tiv e, legislativ e and ju dicial de­ 
partments. Th e legislativ e branch h as already , 
du ring th e past fo u r o r fiv e y ears, sh o wn to o 
mu ch dispo sitio n to su rrender its au th o rity to 
th e ex ecu tiv e. To take fro m th e ju dicial branch 
so me o f its independence and place th at with 
th e legislativ e arm o f th e go v ernment, wo u ld be 
o nly indirectly , u nder th e present set o f co ndi­ 
tio ns, granting mo re po wer to th e ex ecu tiv e de­ 
partment and th e ideas wh ich it po ssesses fo r th e 
fu tu re gu idance o f th e co u ntry . Encro ach ment 
o f ex ecu tiv e au th o rity o v er th e legislativ e and 
ju dicial branch es o f go v ernment, 
alway s to be 
v iewed with grav e co ncern. A benev o lent ex ecu ­ 
tiv e to day , may be su cceeded by an ambitio u s 
ty rant to mo rro w, o ne wh o wo u ld no t h esitate to 
u se fo r h is o wn ends any au th o rity wh ich may 


h av e been su rrendered to a prev io u s ex ecu tiv e 
fo r th e “go o d o f th e peo ple.”

tions for five or six years. We’ve 
got to catch up.” 
Scott Loftin, former United 
States senator, and ex-president 
of the American Bar association, 
at Jacksonville, Fla., said he b e­ 
lieved another depression was 
b ound to come, b ut he did not 
know when. 
“My considered opinion,” he 
said, “is that it can b e post­ 
poned many years b y drastically 
cutting national and local gov­ 
ernm ental expenditures and b al­ 
ancing the b udget. Otherwise, it 
may come two years hence as 
Dawes says. 
Some emergency 
expenditures were justified dur­ 
ing the height of the last depres­ 
sion b ut they now should b e re­ 
duced to m atch income.” 
Dr. Marcus Nadler, professor of 
b anking and finance of New 
York university: “I doub t very 
much if there will b e another se­ 
vere b usiness slump in 19 39 , b ut 
trying to fix dates for such a 
thing is like calling telephone 
numb ers at random. Four im ­ 
portant factors should make for 


sustained 
industrial 
activity. 
They are revival in b uilding, re­ 
hab ilitation of factory equip­ 
m ent and pub lic utility and rail­ 
road spending for plant improve­ 
ments. How long these will keep 
industry going at b risk pace I 
would not attem pt to guess.” 
C. T. Revere, economist and 
partner in the stock exchange 
firm of Munds, Winslow and Pot­ 
ter, New York, said he agreed in 
general with the Dawes’ fore­ 
cast. “I think, however,” he said, 
“b usiness men have b een paying 
too much attention to economic 
developments touching their own 
m aterial interests and paying too 
little attention to the trend of 
government. I consider freedom 
of individual enterprise essential 
to any sound and lasting pros­ 
perity.” 
Senator Thomas, Democrat of 
Oklahoma, in W ashington said: 
“There is only one way in which 
a new depression may b e avert­ 
ed: That way is to agree upon 
the proper value of the dollar 
in terms of commodity prices 
and to keep that value perm an­ 
ently. Otherwise all will b e cha­ 
os, recovery will b e retarded, 
strikes will recur, the b udget 
cannot b e b alanced and prices 
cannot b e controlled.”

crowd. 
Several tim es the Rev. L. P. 
Sample, pasto r of the church, 
arose and adm onished the crow d: 
“Be quiet, let’s hear w hat he has 
to say.” 
Friends wondered today w hat 
aw aited the elderly farm er—act­ 
ual death or another m arriage. 
A fter his wife died recently, 
M illman was so overcome he 
suffered a h e art attack and was 
unable to attend her funeral ser­ 
vices. He w ent ahead, however, 
with plans for his own “funeral.” 
ADpearing before the 
crowd 
yesterday for his sermon, 
he 
apologized for not wearing a 
collar and tie. 
“I haveV t been able to find a 
collar or tie since my wife died 
—in fact, I can’t find anything 
anvm ore,” he said. 
A voice from the crowd inter­ 
rupted him : 
“Why don’t you find a new 
I wom an?” 
“Maybe I will,” the 
farm er 
retorted. 
M illman ex plained his 
m ar­ 
riage. His wife had owed him $600 
and m arried him to erase the 
debt. He referred to her as “a 
very fine wom an” but told of do­ 
mestic troubles which resulted in 
her lawsuit against him for $40,- 
000. The suit was dropped later 
when the couple was reconciled. 
Near M illman as he spoke were 
six pallbearers, each of whom 
he had paid $5 in advance. An 
undertaker also participated. 
As the farm er stood near the 
casket, he spoke of it with pride. 
He seemed more proud of

Switzerland. 
“Don’t she shine up when the 
sun hits her?” he asked a group 
of women standing near
